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Saud outlines Kingdom’s policy 
toward U.S., Soviets, Mideast

RIYADH, April 7 — Soviet support of 
the Palestinian cause does not grant it the 
right to occupy Afghanistan just as 
American support of Afghan indepen- 
dence does not grant it the right to support 
Israeli occupation of Arab lands. Foreign 
Affairs Minister Prince Saud A1 Faisal 
told Asharq AlAwsat in an interview pub- 
lished Tuesday. 

“ Saudi Arabia has officially and unof- 
ficially thanked the Soviet Union for its 
support of the Arabs in Palestine, but we 
had to object to the invasion of Afghanis- 
tan, " Prince Saud said. “ We hope that 
Arab states with good relations with the 
Soviet Union will convince it to let the 
Afghan people be free to determine their 
own destiny. " 

Speaking on several topics presently 
relevant to the Middle East, Prince Sand 
said the American stand on the area is 
“ shrouded with a kind of mystery. " He 
speculated that this is due to the transi- 
tional period in the United States during 
the presidential election campaign,

3 Israelis 
killed in 
attack on 
settlement 

KIBBUTZ MISGAY AM, Israel, April 7 
(AP) — Three Israelis died Monday in an 
attack by Palestinians who took hostages in 
this settlement then were killed by Israeli 
troops. 

The attack apparently was timed to impact 
on the Mideast summits President Jimmy 
Carter has called with Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat and Israeli Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin to revive the stalled Palesti- 
nian autonomy talks. Sadat left for Washing- 
ton Monday and Begin follows next week for 
separate talks. 

Yehudit Guri, an Australian immigrant in 
her 30s who was on night duty in die dormit- 
ory said the attack started about I a.m. after 
Sami Shani, the Kibbutz secretary, came to 
repair an electrical fault in the dormitory. 

Shani, 38, and a 2V: year-old boy. Eyal 
Gluska, were identified as two of the casual- 
ties in the nine- hour siege. The identity of the 
third person killed was not released. 

.After surveying the building, Defense 
Minister Ezer Weizman said the Israeli army 
“will weigh measures and actions. I hope 
these things won’t repeat themselves." 

The Arab Liberation Front claimed 
responsibility for the assault. 

In communiques issued in Baghdad and 
Beirut, the ALF said the midnight assault was 
staged to mark the 33rd anniversary of Iraq's 
ruling Arab Socialist Baath Party and ALFs 
anniversary. 

The communique started coming out 
shortly after Israel announced at mid-day 
that the operation has been smashed, the hos- 
tages released and all five guerrilla assailants 
killed. Three Israelis were reported killed in 
the initial Palestinian assault. 

The ALF communiques said the assailants, 
armed with grenades and machine guns, also 
demanded the release of 100 commandos 
and pro-Palestinian prisoners from Israeli 
jails. 

The communique said the attackers listed 
only 50 names of the 100 they wanted freed. 
The listed names included Kozo Okomoto, a 
Japanese Red army member serving a life 
term for a 1972 terrorist attack on Israel's 
Lod airport in which 39 persons were killed. 
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area, not only because it is a superpower, 
but also because it has wide and basic 
interests in the Arab world,’’ he said. 
“ Our hope is that the unclear American 
stand will resolve into a policy that reflects 
its historical support of the right to self- 
determination and takes into account its 
interests in the area. " 

He explained that Arab countries have 
a responsibility to establish peace based 
on right and justice. The United States 
should demonstrate its desire for peace, by 
not confining itself to the “ deaf men's " 
dialogue now occurring between Egypt 
and Israel. 

“ This (dialogue) threatens the stability 
of the area and does not lead to laying the 
groundwork for a peace settlement, ’’ he 
said. “ We have known from the begin- 
ning that the effort made by Sadat was 
futile because Israel has no intention of 
reaching a real peace based on justice and 
the right of the Palestinians to self deter- 
mination. ” 

Prince Saud said Saudi Arabia has tried 
to dissuade Sadat from the Camp David 
peace process because it believed his 
uedOB# could lead t a war rather than to 
peace, ly dividing the Arab world, Sadat 


allowed Israel to believe it could get whai 
it wanted while neutralizing the West and 
United States, he said. The Arab world 
has taken steps in Baghdad and Tunis to 
bring about a just peace in the face of the 
peace treaty. Arabs have strengthened 
their capabilities to face the Israeli threat, 
but the position would be better if Egypt 
rejoined their ranks. 

u We hope Sadat will have realized this 
by now and rejoin Arab ranks so that we 
may face the Israeli threat together, " he 
said." The detachment of Egypt is a catas- 
trophe. ** 

He denied Sadat's charg& thBt Saudi 
Arabia was seeking to gain control of 
Arab leadership, from Egypt. Saudi 
Arabia has never thought that Arabs 
should have a leader,- he said. 

“ I would like to say that the latest 
European stand recognizing the Palesti- 
nian right to self-determination is a con- 
structive step which will undoubtedly pro- 
duce a positive effect on Arab-European 
relations, ''the prince continued. For the

RIYADH, April 7 (SPA) — The new 
ambassadors of Brazil, South Korea and 
Uruguay presented their credentials to 
King Khaled Monday. 

Celfo Diniz of Brazil, Yie Joon Chang 
of South Korea and Jose Elsedene of 
Uruguay were received by the King in 
ceremonies attended by Prince Abdullah, 
second deputy premier and commander of 
the National Guard, Foreign Affairs 
Minister Prince Saud AI Faisal, Head of 
Royal Protocol Ahmad Abdul Wahab, 
Head of Protocol at the Foreign Office 
Salem Sunbul and General Abdullah Al 
Busaili, commander of the Royal Guard. 

King Khaled also received Dr. 
Bahaudin Idrfss, minister of presidential 
affairs of Sudan who delivered a message 
from President Jaafar Numeiri. The meet- 
ing was attended by Crown Prince Fahd, 
Prince Abdullah and Prince Saud. 

Later the King received Walid Jumb- 
Iatt, leader of the Socialist Progressive 
Party of Lebanon. 

King Khaled also received the Ulema 
and tribal chiefs as customary every Mon- 
day.

Sadat arrived here Monday evening, and 
would be staying at Blair House, the official 
residence for visiting dignitaries across die 
street from the White House.

1976. 

— How water resources are to be allocated 
among Israel, the Palestinian, Jordan and 
Syria. 

— Whether Palestinians living in th section 
of Jerusalem that Jordan lost to Israel in 1 97 6 
will vote in the autonomy elections. 

— Whether the elected council will control 
municipal matters only or will have legislative 
and executive powers. 

The Palestinians and Jordan have boycot- 
ted the negotiations and condemned them.

Agreement for Jubail export refinery concluded

JEDDAH, April 7 — Petromin Monday 
announced it has come to a final agreement 
with Shell International on building a major 
refinery in Jubail. 

The 250,000 barrel a day export refinery 
will be a joint venture with each partner hold- 
ing a 50 per cent of equity. 

It is thus the second agreement the state-oil 
and mineral agency has concluded for a joint 
venture export refinery. Mobil Oil and Pet- 
romin last month signed an agreement for a 
250,000 barrel a day export refinery at 
Yanbu. about 400kms north of Jeddah. 

Petromin is also in various stages of negoti- 
ations with Standard Oil of California 
(SOCAL), Texaco, Ashland Oil and Petrols 
of Greece for other export refineries of vary- 
ing capacities on the Kingdom's Gulf and 
Red Seas coasts. 

The two agreements with Shell and Mobil 
carry with them the prospects of crude oil 
entitlements for the foreign partners, 
although no amounts have been publicly 
specified in either case. The Kingdom's Sup- 
reme Petroleum Council, chaired by Crown 
Prince Fahd, is reportedly approaching a 
decision on the precise amount of crude enti- 
tlements that will be available to foreign joint 
venture partners. 

When Shell eventually gets its entitlement 
of crude, it will become the first major inter- 
national oil company not part of the Araoco 
group to gain access to Saudi crude. The 
Aram co partners are Exxon, Mobil. SOCAL 
and Texaco. 

The refinery at Jubail will cost in the 
neighborhood of two billion dollars and con- 


struction will take about four years. The final 
agreement, signed March 30, also specifies 
that the refinery supply benzene to the prop- 
osed Saudi-Pecien petrochemical plant 
nearby for processing into styrene. Saudi- 
Pecten is a planned joint venture between 
Shell Oil USA and Saudi Basic Industries 
Corporation. 

Shell International had originally proposed 
a 500.000 barrel a day export refinery to 
Petromin in its first feasibility studies pre- 
sented at die end of 1974. However these 
studies were revised and downgraded to half 
the originally envisaged capacity when Shell 
felt that world demand might not merit iL 

Most of the engineering and detailed 
designed work for the refinery has been con- 
ducted by Shell at offices in The Hague. The 
company recently contracted Badger services 
for additional engineering help. 

The refinery will use very significant 
amounts of methane gas made available 
through the Kingdom's gas collection prog-

Dur- 
ing 1978, production readied about 64,000 
barrels per day, or an increase of 80 per cent 
over the daily production in 1977. 

Total production by the Riyadh oil refinery 
of regular awl premium gasoline, diesel, 
liquid gas and asphalt amounted to about 5 
million barrels in 2978 compared with 5J 
million barrels in 1 977 . After the completion 
of the refinery's expansion programs, it is 
expected that dafly production will be 
increased 40,100 barrels of regular and pre- 
mium gasoline, 42300 barrels of diesel, 
12,100 barrels of fuel oil, 88,000 barrels of 
liquid gas and 9,800 barrels of asphalt 

Another vital project which Petromin suc- 
cessfully implemented at a total cost of $ 104 
million is the Lubricating Oils Refinery. The 
facility was inaugurated in March 1978. It is 
owned 70 per cent by Petromin and 30 per 
cent by Mobil Oil Company. During its first 
year of operation (1978179) the plants pro- 
duction slightly exceeded its planned capacity 
of one miflion barrels erf basic oil of which 
180,033 barrels were delivered to Petrolube 
and 852,255 barrels exported overseas. With 
the planned expansion of Petrolube and die 
rise in local industrial requirements, the pro- 
jects full production will in the future be 
geared to the domestic market.

RIYADH, April 7 (SPA) — Saudi Arabia 
andTunisia Monday signed an agreement for 
security cooperation. The agreement was 
signed by Interior Minister Prince Naif and 
Tunisian Interior Minister Idris Qiquab. 

Prince Naif met with the Tunisian minister 
for 45 minutes before signing the agreement. 
The meeting also was attended by Prince 
Ahmad and Dr. Ibrahim AJ-Awaji, both 
Interior deputy ministers. 

Qiquah expressed pleasure at signing the 
agreement and said the agreement is an addi- 
tional step toward full -cooperation between 
the Kingdom and Tunisia. 

He said this agreement might be the start of 
doser security cooperation and exchange in 
all Gelds and levels. The exchange will 
indude security planning in the structure of 
the two security institutions and other fields, 
Qiquah said. 

Prince Naif said that by signing the agree- 
ment the two countries have made great 
strides coward wider cooperation, especially 
in security. 

Prince Naif expressed confidence that the 
agreement, which will decide the context of 
cooperation between the two ministries of 
Interior, will give positive results on the sec- 
urity between the two countries. 

The agreement is a step forward for Arab 
security cooperation, and by signing the 
agreement, Saudi Arabia and Tunisia have 
translated the direction into work. Prince 
Naif said. 

Later, Qiquah visited the Ministry of Plan- 
ning and met Dr. Faisal Bashir, the deputy 
minister of Planning. 

The Tunisian minister was given a lecture 
on the First and Second Five-Year Develop- 
ment plans and their achievements. He also 
was briefed on the Kingdom's future plans. 

Earlier in the morning, Qiquah visited the 
General Directorate of Frontier Corps and 
met Gen. Muhammad ibn Hallal. director- 
general of the frontier corps. 

The Tunisian minister arrived here Friday 
on a brief visit to the Kingdom. 

Internal security arrangements also have 
been made with at least two other countries 
to foster cooperation between the Kingdom 
and outside nations. 

Saudi Arabia and South Korea signed an 
accord for security cooperation in July 1979. 
Prince Naif, who signed the accord on behalf 
of the Kingdom, said his talks with Korean 
officials covered cooperation in internal mat- 
ters and the exchange of expertise. Korean 
Interior Minister Chason Ked signed for his 
government at that time. 

Prince Naif said the Kingdom's doors are 
open to South Korean workers, of whom 
many already have started working in the 
country . 

Cooperation and internal security also was 
the aim of a pan signed between the King- 
dom and Iraq in February 1 979. At the time, 
Iraqi Interior Minister Izzat Ibrahim signed 
an agreement with Prince Naif covering 
aspects of cooperation in crime prevention, 
exchange of information and measures to 
facilitate transportation of nationals. 

The agreement also included an extradi- 
tion treaty.

The new venture will be jointly owned by a 
group of New Zealand interests and an 
investment company headed by Prince 
Nawaf bin Abdul Aziz Ai-Saud. 

The venture will be incorporated in New 
Zealand with paid-up capital of 20 million 
New Zealand dollars ($ 20.78 million in U.S. 
currency).

The family as a dosely knit entity faces a 
problem of material independence when a 
woman goes to work. The man — as a father, 
brother or husband used to feel he was 
directly responsible for her materially, no 
matter how heavy the responsibility. But as 
soon as the woman receives her first 
paycheck this responsibility is taken away, if 
only partially. A special feeling develops 
between them from which only a few can 
escape if they have based their relations on a 
balanced understanding of each other’s role. 


We have seen many a family oo LI apse as a 
result of this feeling, and found women dec- 
laring their lack of need for husbands. Many 
houses have not been blessed with love and 
piety, merely because the women feels her 
husband deprives her of the salary with which 
die can otherwise live a blissful life. 

Problems also arise on the part of the hus- 
band who knows little about the material 
limits of die law. He demands from his wife 
what she can ill afford to give him. He some- 
times, feels himself entitled to his wife’s 
money because she takes time out of the 
household responsibilities. Other problems 
arise when the woman enjoys her material 
independence and wishes to spend money as 
she likes, regardless 'of her husband" s will and 
mood. This leads to wordy duels and tense 
relations, that may or may not be overcome. 

The matter requires an intensive education 
dealing with the rights of both the husband 
and wife. The time for a woman’s work 
should be clearly defined as well as whether 
the husband has the right to take his wife’s 
salary. The woman should also be educated 
on how to deal tactfully with her husband, 
and so on. 


The abrupt exit of a woman for work 
before the development of our social con- 
scious! ess has created many problems. The 
problems have arisen so that even in our 
domestic matters the husband and the wife 
start drama- like dialogues. In order to tackle 
this problem successfully, there must be a 
proper spiritual awakening.

Hie effect of the* growth of cars and 
hazardous driving practices about the coun- 
try has called for the impl ementati on of stem 
rules and firm measures by the police 
departments. 

Lt. Col. Assad Abdul Karim, director- 
general of the Western Province Traffic 
Department, toldAmA Nevs that" in order 
to reduce accidents our actions must be firm 
with violators, and by being firm we will 
reduce accidents. 

Three years ago 5,000 care a year were 
entering the Kingdom, but suddenly Saudi 
Arabia found itself inundated with more than 
300,000 every year. There arc now about 
300,000 care in Jeddah alone, and about 1 .3 
million in the entire Kingdom. 

This feetasric growth Is accompanied by 
the Same amount of problems. Our aim is to 
reduce accidents and save lives, and as a 
result of our policies, we found the number of 
Occidents and accident* related deaths 
decreased last year, in proportion to the 
number of vehicles in Jeddah. " Abdul Karim 
said. 

He said u special unit of traffic officers has 



been formed whose duty is to arrest violators 
and jail or fine them. Tne patrolmen work in 
the streets and delegate paperwork to a cleri- 
cal staff, 

Some oKutim carry mandatory fine and 
imprisonment. These offenses include run- 
ning red lights,, entering a no- entry street, 
speeding and illegal pairing. Offenders used 
to be sent to the main prison, but now are sent 
to a special apartment block where they don* t 
feel they are in total prison. " 

The prison will soon have tape recordings, 
pamphlets and posters to remind inmates of 



the law. For minor offenses, the arresting 
officer has the option of giving the violator 
either a fine or imprisonment. Guides for 
handing out citations arc determined by 
A^anmai policy, which is regarded as 

in an accident Involving Injury or death 
where compensation is an issue, the matter is 
referred for legal consultation. 

One improvement the police department 
has made to help the situation is to open up a 
department in the driving school ao people 
can save time by applying for licenses. " This 
is to provide a faster service so no one will 
have an excuse for driving without a 
license. " Abdul Karim said. 

One of Karim’s hopes is that older people 
wall also make contributions to safety. 
“ Many come from abroad, where rules are 
obeyed, and we want the same thing here. We 
hope visitors will set a good example and 
respect the law.” He said this will help’ 
“ spread the habit " of being polite. 

As a result, the stepped-up campaign 
against traffic violators brought 20.000 tick- 
ets in « thirty-day period during February and 
March, according to police sources. 

Jeddah's general traffic commander, Capt. 
Abdullah Ragban, told Arab Ntwt that 
increased and firm application of traffic rules 
reduced accidents by 40 per cent in the same 
period, and has resulted in safer traffic for 
vehicle drivers and pedestrians. 

Most of the violations resulted from run- 
ning red lights, parking in prohibited places 
and driving without licenses or car registra- 
tion documents. Fines from the violations 
totalled SR2.1 50,600. 

Meanwhile, in Buraidah, the Qasim Acting 
Traffic Commander Capt Su laim an Al- 
Salem has urged drivers to cooperate with the 
authorities to reduce accidents during the 
new year. 

He Said that in the period over the past 
month 40 traffic accidents occurred in Qasim. 
resulting in the deaths of 61 persons and the 
injuries of 70 others, some seriously. 

Also. Riyadh Traffic Commander Maj. 
Abdul Ghoni Abdul Had! said that the 
number of road accidents in the capital and 
surroundings dropped considerably in the 
past year.

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Chad ceasefire reached, 
but Goukouoi pessimistic

N’DJAMENA, April 7 (Agencies) - 
Chad President Goukouni Oueiddei, who 
signed a truce agreement with his defense 
minis ter to halt the Chad riviJ war from Tues- 
day, says he has little hope of an effective 
ceasefire. 

"lam very, very pessimistic about the out- 
come. I do not believe it will come to anything 
because 1 know the other side," he said. 

The ceasefire proposal, the fifth since an 
upsurge of faction fighting 16 days ago, was 
negotiated at the weekend by Togolese Pres- 
ident Gnassingbe Eyadema mediating in the 
conflict between President Goukouni and 
Defense Minister Hissene Habre, leader of 
the opposition forces battling for control of 
the capital. 

Eyadema had crossed the River Chari 
separating the capital’s warring factions in a 
dug oui canoe on his mediation mission- 
to Habre. 


He was accompanied by a small flotilla of 
canoes to die sound of heavy machine gun 
Are from the strategic northwest area of the 
town. 

The Togolese president told a press con- 
ference the truce would take effect with the 
agreement of both sides at noon (1100 GMT) 
on Tuesday. 

The ceasefire would be supervised by two 
senior officers from each of four countries, 
Cameroun, Nigria, Liberia and Togo, he sai± 

The four-nation observer team would form 
the vanguard of a larger force under the 
Organization of African Unitey (OAU) to 
police the truce in the north-central African 
nation, he said. 

Unofficial reports have put casualties at 
more than 1 ,000 dead and 3.000 wounded in 
two weeks of fighting. 

Some 700,000 refugees have fled the 
embattled city to neighboring Cameroun.

Somalia denies granting 
military facilities to U.S. 


MANAMA, Bahrain. April 7 (AFP) — 
Somali President Muhammad Siad Barre dis- 
patched three of his minis ters to the Gulf 
region over the weekend in an apparent bid 
to quash Washington reports that he will 
allow the United States to use Somali ports 
and airfields to guard the tanker route from 
the Middle East oil fields to the West. 

Interior Minister Gen. Ahmad Soleiman 
and Planning Minister Ahmad Habib arrived 
in Kuwait with a message for the ruler. 
Sheikh Jaber Al-Ahmad Al- Sabah, while 
Trade and Industry Minister Aii Khalif Gelir 
delivered a message to the ruler of the United 
Arab Emirates, Sheikh Zayed Ben Sultan 
al-Nahyan, in Dubai. 

During Barre 1 s tour of the Gulf last month, 
Iraq called for the oil states to give an 
immediate $ 20 million . aid to Somalia to 
enable it to avoid "being subjected" by the 
United States. 

This cash could be withheld after the 


statement to the U-S. House of Representa- 
tives last Thursday by Defense Undersecret- 
ary Robert Komer that U.S. “ army specialists 
and civilian technicians” were going to use air 
and port facilities in Somalia, Kenya and 
Oman to protect the oil route. 

Defense Secretary Harold Brown made a 
similar statement last month, which earned 
him a rebuke from the White House for indis- 
cretion. 

In an interview with the Kuwaiti magazine 
Al -Aqza over the weekend, Gen. Soleiman 
denied that the U.S. would be allowed to use 
the Berbera naval base. 

Somali Information Minister Muhammad 
Adan Sheikh told the magazine at the same 
time that Washington has offered Somalia 
"fantastic sums of money’ 1 along with a large 
quantity of arms in exchange for military 
facilities in Somalia. 

But Somalia had kept its dignity and 
refused, be said.

After accords with Sudan, Kenya 

Ethiopia seeking to isolate Somalia 


NAIROBI, April 7 (OFNS) — Kenya 
has reaffirmed its close military alliance 
with Ethiopia, established when President 
Moi visited Addis Ababa over a year ago. 

It has now agreed to join with Ethiopia 
to monitor Somalia's military aetivities“in 
view of Somalia's expansionist tenden- 
cies. 11 

This agreement with the Marxist regime 
of Col. Mengistu Haile Mariam was the 
outcome of a conference in Mombasa 
between the Kenyans and a delegation 
from Ethiopia led by Foreign Minister Dr. 
Feleke Giorgis. 

In what could be a drive to isolate 
Somalia in the strategic Horn of Africa, 
the Ethiopians recently patched up their 
three-year-old quarrel with President 
Jafaar Numeiri of the Sudan. 

This followed a visit from the Sudanese 
Vice-President, Abdul Hamid Khalil, dur- 
ing which the Sudan agreed not to aid 
Eritrean rebels who had been using the 
Sudan as their contact with the outside 
world. 

In Nairobi last week. Ethiopia's foreign 
minister confirmed his country's resump- 
tion of friendly relations with the Sudan 
had been "as a result of heeding Kenya's 
appeal to remove all misunderstandings 


between us and the Sudan.” 

These moves must confound the plans 
of American military and State Depart- 
ment officials who have been working to 
achieve a closer union between pro- 
Western Kenya, the Sudan and Somalia, 
to neutralize Soviet and Cuban influence 
exercised from Ethiopia. 

In addition to being outspokenly critical 
of U.S. efforts to obtain the use of the 
Somali port of Berbera. Addis Ababa has 
been especially sensitive to American 
plans to develop its base on the British- 
owned atoll of Diego Garcia for the use 
of U.S. submarines and warships, as well 
as long-range bombers moved in from the 
Pacific. 

In Nairobi, the wish to mollify Washing- 
ton comes second to a determination to 
prevent the Somalis wresting large tracts 
of territory from both Kenya and 
Ethiopia. 

Trade, communications and mutual 
security lie behind the new accord bet- 
ween Addis Ababa and Khartoum. In 
return for denying the use of eastern 
Sudan to the Eritreans, Khartoum hopes 
that Ethioipia will prevent left-wing 
Sudanese dissidents from infiltrating into 
the Sudan. 


KARACHI, April 7 (Agencies) — The 
widow and daughter of executed Pakistan 
Prime Minister Zulfikar All Bhutto will 
appear before the Sind Provincial High Court 
on Wednesday to challenge their detention 
under martial law, their lawyers said Mon- 
day.

Hostage crisis harms U.S. credibility 


MIAMI BEACH, Florida, April 7 (AP) — 
Former Israeli Foreign Minister Moshe 
Dayan says the United States needs to bolster 
its military capability around the world to 
deal with situations like the hostage crisis in 
Iran. 

Dayan said the failure to win release of the 
50 hostages at the American embassy in 
Tehran has damaged U.S. credibility. 

" The credibility of the United States is a 
treasure you have to take care of, ” Dayan 
told a predominantly Jewish audience Sun- 
day night in a speech sponsored by die Tiger 
Bay Club. " When you have hostages taken, 
it hurts and undermines your credibility. *’ 

Later, Dayan said in response to a ques- 
tion : 

“ I don' t think you (the United States) are 
short of military power. I don't think you are 
weak. But I do think there are some situa- 


tions in some places, like Iran, where you are 
not ready and do not have the right (military) 
equipment. 

" You don’t always have military bases 
where you need them. You don't always have 
agreements with countries to ensure that. ” 

Dayan suggested the United States should 
develop a “ big mobile force ready to take 
military action if necessary. " 

“ It’s up to you make the political decision 
when to use (military option),” he said. 
“ But (if the mobile force and military bases 
are available) you won' t run into the problem 
where you want to take action but don't have 
the equipment. "

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ABORTIVE MANEUVER 


President Carter s reelection bandwagon seems to be on the 
move again. It had recently stalled so badly that the incum- 
bent' s nomination, never before seriously in question, became 
threatened. Now the president once more enjoys a comfort- 
able Democratic majority over his main rival. Senator Edward 
Kennedy. The fiascos over the retracted U.N. anti-Israel vote 
and the letter to Khomeini seem to have become memories. 

This does not mean that the incumbent will have an easy 
time from now on. A major battle has still to be fought in 
Pennsylvania toward the end of this month, where Kennedy 
has been making careful preparations to challenge Carter on 
the general state of the economy and the White House handl- 
ing of it. 

While the economy remains the major concern of the elec- 
torate, its place is expected to be usurped, however momen- 
tarily, by the forthcoming meetings in Washington, to which 
Carter has invited President Sadat of Egypt and Menahem 
Begin, Israels prime minister, in an effort to inject some life 
into the moribund "peace process 1 ' between them. 

The incumbent had called for the meetings on the eve of the 
New York primaries. His move was seen as part of an effort to 
win back the Jewish vote he had alienated as a result of the 
strange case of the "unintentional" and- Israel vote at the 
U.N. The move, as was shown subsequently, was a failure. 

This abortive maneuver has placed Carter in a difficult 
position. He cannot, after the buildup, call the meetings off, 
and, at the same dme, he could do well without the risks 
involved in conducting such delicate and complicated negotia- 
tions. He will be uncomfortably aware, while conducting 
them, of Kennedy waiting to capitalize on the least mistake. 

Informed opinion in the United States has come to realize 
that the Camp David approach has reached a dead end. As the 
New York Times observed, there can be movement forward 
only through Israel putting an end to all settlement building in 
the occupied territories, and Egypt succeeding in inducing 
Jordan and the Palestinians to join in. Both these conditions 
do not and will not obtain. Carter's talks will certainly fail. 
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Can Ronald Reagan win?

One who has lived in the house of the banged 
knows a noose when he sees one. Having watched 
the hatchet jobs the media did on Lyndon Johnson.

Bush 
had the trivial edge over both Anderson and 
Reagan, who hadn’t campaigned here. But the best 
hype was yet to come: the night of Florida. Georgia, 
and Alabama where Anderson was not a contender. 

As Ronald Reagan, in what commentators tre- 
ated as quite unsporting behavior, mopped up. the 
network cameras kept cutting out to John Ander- 
son h listing in Illinois. There was John chatting with 
someone in a railroad station, making a speech, 
looking moral. To the networks he was a frontrun- 
ner. Then they counted the votes in Illinois: 48 per 
cent Reagan. 37 Anderson, and 1 1 Bush. Anderson 
was the frontrunner of the rear-runners. 

The thought of Reagan as president obviously 
strikes soqie as imAmerican — some cuckoos even 
suggested 'Anderson should run . on. a third party 
line. A splendid idea from Reagan s viewpoint if it 
wasn’t against the law as “vote siphoning”. he 
would probably put up the money. Guess whose 
votes Anderson would get? 

Scrub that.., fry a new line. Ah, Reagan’s lack of 
experience. Throw in his age and lack of appeal to 
moderate voters. From the emphasis on experience 
one might have thought Ronnie was once Delaw- 


are’s Registrar of Motor Vehicles. High sources in 
the Carter campaign were quoted as saying be 
would be the easiest Republican to beat. 

If California were an independent nation, it 
would have roughly the world's seventh highest 
Gross National Product and rank well up in popula- 
tion. Reagan was twice elected governor of that 
state where Democrats outnumber Republicans 
roughly two to one. The first time he took Pat 
Brown by a milli on votes; on the second round he 
let up a little and only beat Jess Unruh by half a 
million. What does this tell Americans about 
Reagan’s onelectabflity? Has be changed his views 
or modus ope ranch since? 

There is another variable: inflation and the 
Democratic civil war. My master on American vot- 
ing behavior, Dick Scammon. long ago noted that 
double-digit inflation produces GOP presidential 
votes like mushrooms after a rainstorm. Carter 
wants to cure inflation by a recession. This starts a 
firestorm in the liberal wing of the parly. 

Kennedy is on the opporite tack, demanding a 
wage and price freeze, gas rationing and tax cuts 
which alienate roughly the other half of the party. 
Also he is firmly against cutting social service 
grants. This is perceived as inflationary. I can’t find 
an economist with a straight answer on how to cope 
with the U.S. economy. I doubt if Reagan can 
either, but nobody can blame him: he isn’t presi-

Soviet ‘skimmers’ threaten West

LONDON — 

The Soviet Union operates more naval hover- 
craft than all 15 NATO members combined, and 
has a far wider range in or about to enter production 
than any country in the West 

The latest edition of Jane ’s Surface Skimmers, 
published in London, records that it is Admiral 
Sergei Gorshkov, head of the Soviet Navy for the 
past 25 years, who has set the Soviet Navy skim- 
ming. 

"Unlike most of his Western contemporaries, 
Gorshkov dearly has immense confidence in the 
future of surface skimmers and has spared no effort 
to find funds for these and other forms of advanced 
ships and weapons wherever he considered they 
were needed.” writes e id tor Roy McLeavy in a 
forward. 

As one example of Soviet advanced thinking 
Jane m s describes the "Caspian Sea Monster”, a 
giant Soviet experimental air-cushion vehide. 
thought to be able to carry 900 fully armed troops. 

The vehide, according to artists’ impressions, 
looks like a wide-bodied jet with sawn- off wings. It 
should be able to negotiate sand spits, shallows, 
marshes, ice, snow, gently sloping banks and low 
obstades. 

Wide deployment of this type of vessel is now 
being foreseen, particularly in the Soviet Navy, and 


three classes of hovercraft, known to NATO as 
Gus, Aist and Lebed, are fully operational. 

Gus, a 27-ton hovercraft, can carry a platoon of 
fully-armed marine infantry onto a beach at around 
57 miles per hour. Three can be carried by the 
Soviet Navy's latest and largest amphibious landing 
ship, Ivan Rogov, and it is estimated that 30 to 35 


are in service. 


Aist, a larger amphibious hovercraft of 172 tons 
is entering service with the Soviet Navy in increas- 
ing numbers. It has been photographed on exercises 
in the Baltic, and is capable of delivering main 
battle tanks, self-propelled weapons and mechan- 
ized infantry. 

Lebed is a new multi-duty hovercraft of which 
around 10 are in service. It can also be carried on 
the Ivan Rogov. 

Gorshkov foresees air-cushion vehicles eventu- 
ally being developed as aircraft carriers, anti- 
aircraft: missile ships, anti-submarine craft, fast 
mine-layers, fleet escorts and supply ships. As well 
as being fast, such vessels are less vulnerable to 
torpedoes and mines. 

Gorshkov does not think as highly of hydrofoils, 
"since they are not capable of being completely 
severed from the water.” In his book. The Sea Power 
qf the Suite , recently published in the West, Gors- 
hkov describes hydrofoils as “a transitional step to 
the creation of modern surface ships differing in 


principle from displacement ships” such as air- 
cushion vehicles and "ram wing” vehicles, such as 
tire "Caspian Sea Monster” . 

Even so, the Soviet Navy has four types of hyd- 
rofoil. These include the largest operational hyd- 
rofoil warship in the world, a 440- ton fast patrol 
craft, codenamed Babochka (Butterfly) by NATO. 
Babochka has a speed of 55 knots and is designed 
for anti-submarine warfare. It carries two 30mm 
guns and eight torpedoes. 

A new formidable fast strike hydrofoil, the 
Sarancha, has also been undergoing trials in the 
eastern Baltic since 1977. The (raft has a speed of 
50 knots, and is equipped with four anti-ship mis- 
siles, a ship- to- air missile system and a 30mm rapid 
fire cannon. 

Jane ’s records that in contrast Western 
development of "skimmers” for military use has 
been intermittent. “It is not unusual for research 
and development on a Western military hovercraft 
to take up to five years.” Jane ’s says. “Modifica- 
tion might take op another three years and finally 
by the time a frill specification . is called for, the 
design, or the technology on which it is based, is 
almost bound to be obsolete. 

" Just as crews become experienced they are trans- 
ferred to other duties and the whole process begins - 
again with newcomers.

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3 captives set free 
by Bogota leftists 


BOGOTA, April 7, (AP) — Leftist guer- 
riligi freed three more hostages from the 
Dominican Republic's embassy on Easter

Jorge Guzman and Luis Valencia, one of the 
city’s best- known gate crashers who puts out 
a free, irregularly published paper called Dip - 
Utnutdc World. 

Guzman, who sold seven rolls of film he 
took in the embassy for $ 22,000 anticipates 
more pictures and more sales.

The three who emerged on Easter were 
Albert Byfield, the honorary Jamaican con- 
sul ; Tito Livio Tiburdo, a Dominican; and 
Guillermo Triana Ayala, a protocol officer of 
the Colombian Foreign Ministry.

mass on Easter for the captives and their 
captors, as he does every day. 

The guerrillas and the government 
scheduled their 1 1 th negotiating session for 
Monday afternoon. A government spokes- 
man said the negotiations “ are entering a

The guerrillas, who are members of an 
organization called Movement 19. or M-19, 
have given no indication of reducing their 
demand for die release of 28 jailed leftists in 
exchange for the hostages.

One is to transfer the trials of some of the 
305 suspected guerrillas from military to 
dvilian courts. Along with giving the defen- 
dants the additional safeguards of civilian jus- 
tice. this would mean the immediate release 
of those who have been held six months with- 
out trial. 


The o tiler would leave the trials in military 
courts but hold them under the scrutiny of 
such international human rights groups as 
Amnesty International or the Inter- 
American Human Rights Commission. 

The latter group has accepted a govern- 
ment invitation to visit Colombia and says it 
will send a delegation April 21. 


Hungary’s laughing leader 

Radar’s position secure

BUDAPEST, April 7, (R) — Any Com- 
munist leader who can joke about how work- 
ers cheat their bosses, deplore the murder of 
a Catholic archbishop and compare his gov- 
ernment to Moses must be extremely sure of 
his position. 

Hungary's Janos Kadar apparently is. 

The 67-year old supremo touched on these 
and other issues — hardly standard fare for 
Soviet bloc leaders — in a lively off-the-cuff 
speech wrapping up his party’s national con- 
gress here. 

Sometimes serious, sometimes side- 
splitting, die 2 -Vj hour address showed why 
Kadar, who came to power denounced as 
Moscow’s puppet after the Soviet army 
crushed a bloody uprising in 1955, has 
become the most popular leader in the Soviet 
bloc. 

His message was not funny. Hungary’s 
economic polices, which call for lower 
growth rates, stagnating living standards and 
harder work, sound like a Communist verson 
of British Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher s austerity programs. 

But Kadar, a modest man erf peasant stock 
who believes in plain talk about the country’s 
economic problems, has made a convincing 
case for the necessary belt- tightening. Few 
Hungarians seem to disagree with it. 

He also managed at the four-day congress 
to dear the Communist party’s ruling Polit- 
buro of the last vestiges of opposition to his 
economic plans. Five members, induding two 
lingering symbols of the hard line in Hungary, 
were dismissed. 

In his dosing speech on March 27, Kadar 
repeated the congress theme that Hungary 
must work harder, but lightened the burden 
by recounting the tricks he and his friends 
used in the 1930’s to spread around what 
little work could be found. 

He accepted Prime Minister Gsoergy 
Lazar' s frank admission that the government 
did not react quickly enough to many recent 
negative trends in the world economy. Gov- 
ernment decisions were not enough, though, 
since individuals often failed to carry them 
out, he said. 

“ But I sometimes take comfort from die 
fact. ” he quipped, “ that thousands of years 
ago. Moses came down from the mountain 
with Ten Commandments, and not even the 
first one of those has been fulfilled yet " the 
congress hall rocked with laughter. 

Kadar also added a convincing personal 
aside to the government’s frequent state- 
ments about good church-state relations, 
deploring the murder of San Salvador Arc- 
hbishop Oscar Amuifo Romeo on March 24 
as a “ fascist act ” 

*• He was shot to death in his own church,” 
the Communist leader said, shaking his head. 
“In medieval times, the church was a sanctu- 
ary. but they don’t even respect that now. ” 

This personal approach, combined with 
Kadar’ s simple style of living, has helped the 
party leader forge broad-based support for 
his relatively liberal domestic policies. 

It has gone so far chat both Communists 
and non-party people here freely recount 
flattering stories about Kadar' s modesty. 
Some tales of him refusing gifts or snubbing 
more ambitious politicians probably never 
took place, a Hungarian official said, but they 
sound so credible that people immediately 
believe them. 

Such trust, built up over 20 years of work 
towards reconciliation, will be needed in the 
next five years as Hungary pushes ahead with 
its latest economic reforms. 

The measures, introduced on Jan. 1, cut 
government subsidies for lame-duck fac- 
tories, began raising prices to world market 
levels and liberalized wage regulations to 
allow better pay for more efficient workers. 

Congress spe akers made it dear what this 
meant for die 1 98 1- 1 985 five-year plan. The 
economy will grow by three to four per cent 
annuall y while real wages will rise by only 1.2 
per cent on average and wage levels will begin 
to diverge as better workers take home more. 

Kadar stressed that manager;, many of 
whom have been waiting to see how the new 
reforms will develop, should be bolder in 
m alring derisions, while workers would also 
have to assume more responsibility. 


“ Wages cannot mean payment merely for 
being present at one’s job,” he warned. 

To underline his determination to press 
ahead with die reforms, Kadar reshuffled the 
1 5-man politburo to weed out the remaining 
symbols erf oppoation to die most experimen- 
tal economic policies in the Soviet bloc. 

The surprisingly far-reaching move dismis- 
sed five members — or one- third — of the 
politburo. Three younger men, all dear 
Kadar supporters, were appointed in then- 
place. 

The mo6t prominent dismissal was that of 
58-year old Bela Biszku, a former party sec- 
retary who led a rear-guard action within the 
ruling group against economic reforms intro- 
duced in 1968. Although unable to reverse 
them, the group around Biszku — known as 
the “workers’ protectors” — was able to slow 
down reforms far mo6t of the 1970’s. 

The fall erf Deputy Prime Minister and 
P lanning Commission Chief Xstvan Huszar 
came as a surprise. Huszar, who was elevated 
to the Politburo in 1975, was considered a 
talented economist whose performance in 
office was good. 

Some report here said he was slated for 
other economic responsibilities, others said 
he never wanted to be in the Politburo, but 
none could give a convincing reason why he 
was released from the country’s highest polit- 
ical body. 

The other dismissals were dearer. National 
Assembly Chairman Antal Apro and former 
Prime Minister Jenoe Fock were considered 
ready for political retirement, while Dezsoe 
Nemes, editor-in-chief of the party daily 
Nepszobadsag, seemed too orthodox to adjust 
to the new policies. 

Of the new members, Ferenc Havasi, party 
secretary for economic affairs, apparently 
moved up the ranks for his support of Kadar 
during die party leader’s struggle with Biszku 
in the 197 (7s. Western diplomats said he was 
now among the possible successors to the still 
healthy and active Kadar. 

Lajos Mefaes, leader of the powerful 
Budapest party organization, is considered a 
dynamic manager while Mihaly Korom, party 
secretary for internal security and a former 
justice minister, has a reputation as a loyal 
party official. 

Lazar, long rumoured to be ready to be 
ready to retire for health reasons, gave no 
indication he intended to leave office, and 
Western diplomats said they expected him to 
stay on. 

Besides giving verbal assurances to artists

The reshuffle readied deep into the 
polity-making Central Committee, which 
was reduced from 127 to 120 members in a 
sweep that made way for younger members 
and women. The Politburo was trimmed from 
15 to 13 members. 

Chi foreign affairs, Kadar maintained his 
traditional balance, reaffirming Budapest s 
dose adherence to Soviet policy while signal- 
ing his country’s continued interest in good 
relations with the West. 

He gave only moderate s up port to Soviet 
intervention in Afghanistan. 

Unlike the more loyalist Soviet bloc coun- 
tries, which immediately greeted the inter- 
vention, Hungary initially hesitated until it 
could no longer avoid supporting it. 

“Poland held oat for eight days before 
finally giving the intervention its blessing, 
one East European official commented. “But 
Hungary won by waiting 10 days.” 

On another touchy topic — Romania's 
treatment of its sizable Hungarian minority 
— Kadar raised eyebrows fcry indirectly 
criticising his Communist neighbor. 

_ He said he hoped all Hungarians abroad 
lived in the same freedom and prosperity as 
ethnic minorities here — a dear dig at 
Romania, which Hungarians accuse erf dis- 
criminating against its Hungarian dozens. 

Speaking after the congress. Western tfip- 
lomats agreed that Kadar now had a clear 
road for economic reforms ahead.

who had broken their way into die diplomatic 
missions. Both South American governments 
denied these charges. 

Last Tuesday, ooe Cuban guard was killed 
and two people seeking asylum were injured 
when a vehicle carrying six Cubans crashed 
into the Peruvian embassy. 

The Peruvian Foreign Ministry said in an 
official statement that die situation had been 
declared “unmanageable” by the embassy. 

“We are negotiating with the diplomatic 
corps of die United Nations and the Interna- 
tional Red Cross for humanitarian aid to 
assist this multitude of persons who are suf- 
fering the consequences derived from the 
lade of food and basic services,” the com- 
munique said in part 

The Peruvian government added that it 
had detected cases of “dehydration, thirst, 
gastroenteritis, traumatisms, sunstroke” and 
other ailments among the Cuban dissidents. 

The unrest that spurred throngs of Cubans 
to seek political asylum in the embassy has 
been brewing for several months. 

After a lull in the 1971X5, the growing 
stream of Cuban “beat people 7 ' is again on 
the rise. Last year, more than 100 exiles 
readied Florida in boats. 

In recent months, hundreds of Cuban 
refugees have fled to Florida, navigating the 
often dangerous Florida straits in small (mats . 
rafts apR even innertubes. 

In addition, three ships carrying more rhan 
100 Cubans were hijacked to Florida in Feb- 
ruaxy. Even several crewmen decided not to 
return to their Communist homeland when 
freed.

Tito’s condition 


continues grave 


BELGARDE, April 7 (AP) — Doctors 
treating President Jotip Broz Tito said Mon- 
day his condition remained very grave, con- 
tinuing a period of apparent stability. 

The 87-year-old president’ s doctors said 
they were continuing intensive care, but 
made no furth er mention of their report Sun- 
day that his pneumonia had almost entirely 
abated. 

Tito’s doctois last reported a major decline 
in his condition on March 18, when they dis- 
closed heavy stomach bleeding which was 
later brought under control. 

As of Monday, Tito had been hospitalized 
for 87 straight days. In addition to 
pneumonia and internal bleeding problems, 
be is suffering from kidney failure and heart 
weakness. 

IDs afflictions developed in early February 
after be seemed to be recovering from the 
amputation of his left leg to remove a circula- 
tion blockage. 

Tito’s doctors confirmed on Sunday that 
his kidneys were still not working and that use 
of an artificial kidney, first reported Feb. 22, 
was continuing daily. 


WASHINGTON, April 7 (AP) — The 
adminis tration of President Jimmy Carter, 
worried about a possible left-wing takeover 
in El Salvador, is being unusually outspoken 
in an effort to demonstrate U.S. support for 
that country’s reformist government 

The key figure in tbe adminis tration 
strategy is U.S. Ambassador Robert White, a 
plain-speaking career foreign service officer 
he believes quiet diplomacy may be approp- 
riate in some countries but not in El Salvador, 
where some 300 persons have been lolled in 
factional violence this year alone. 

When Archbishop Oscar A. Romero was 
assassinated on March 24, White stated publ- 
icly his view that El Salvador* s extreme right, 
possibly relying an a professional assas s i n , 
was responsible. Thus far, no arrests bave 
been made. 

When dozens of persons were trampled to 
death at Romero’s funeral six days later. 
White issued a statement saying leftist milit- 
ants were to blame. 


But the chief target of White's criticisms 
has been El Salvador’s armed forces. 

fie told a businessman’s group last week in 
San Salvador, the capital, “ there rests a heavy 
responsibility, in the view of the United 
States, on the officer corps of the armed 
forties to put an end to the abuses. If the 
abuses continue, you are going to find, as in 
Nicaragua a countryside radicalized by guer- 
rillas." 

White, 53, was recalled to Washington this 
past week to report to State Department offi- 
cials on his impressions of the impact of 
Romero's assassination on the country’s 
political situation. He was returning to El 
Salvador on Saturday. 

Informed officials, who asked not to be 
identified, gave this account of the overall 
situation in El Salvador. 

The next two months may be decisive in 
determining the fate of the Salvadoran gov- 
ernment. whose program indudes ambitious 
land and economic reform measures and a 


return to Democratic rule. 

The United States, with a S 49.S million 
economic aid program and S 5.7 million in 
military assistance, has an obligation to help 
the government in its efforts to end feudalism 
and promote democracy. 

Although the base of support of the gov- 
ernment remains extraordinarily narrow, 
there are some encouraging signs. For exam- 
ple. the government was able to seize 160 of 
the country's largest privately owned ranches 
without violence. In addition, by taking over 
a 51 per cent share of the nation's banks, it 
intends to make sure that loans now are made 
available to ordinary citizens and not just the 
oligarchs. 

The American position is that it will use ail 
legitimate means to head off a takeover try by 
Salvador’s estimated 2,000 armed guerrillas, 
many of whom were trained in Cuba. The 
United States is equally opposed to a return 
to power by rightist military forces and their 
allies. 


Eurocommunist parley to seek backing for Moscow 


LISBON, April 7 (AP) — French Com- 
munist leader George Marchais, facing 
increasing opposition from fellow European 
Communists, Monday played down the 
importance of a planned gathering of Marxist 
parties in Paris later in the month. 

Speaking to reporters on arrival from two 
days of talks with Mozambican President 
Samora Mach el, Marcftais stressed that the 
Paris session, called by his party to seek a 
statement of support for tbe Soviet Union’s 


presence in Afghanistan by the more moder- 
ate Eurocommunist parties, would deal with 
world peace and tbe arms race. 

“This isn’t exactly a confemce, but a meet- 
ing to try to act effectively for peace and 
disarmament.” he said at Lisbon’s Portela 
Airport early Monday “Just talking about it 
isn’t enough." 

“We will not be upset with those who don’t 
want to participate, while we would dearly 
like the greatest possible number c rf parties 


present," he said. 

The outspoken Eurocommunis: parlies of 
Italy. Spain and Yugoslavia have already 
announced they will not attend the Paris 
talks. 


The Portuguese Communist party, a hard- 
line pro-Soviet group, has not yet announced 
whether it will take part in the gathering, but 
is expected to back die French party* s efforts 
on behalf of Moscow.

Gas output reduced 

Kuwait renews oil deals 


TUESDAY, APWtSvU, 


KUWAIT, April 7, (R) — ■ Kuwait Monday 
announced it has signed new oil supply con- 
tracts with all three of its major traditional 
Western oil company customers. 

The Oil Ministry also disclosed that 
Kuwait, the Fifth largest oil producer in the 
world, has cut output of natural gas following 
a reduction this month in oil output by a 
quarter. 

The new oil supply contracts were signed 
with Gulf Oil Corporation of the United 
States and Royal Dutch/Shell. British Pet- 
roleum signed last month. 

Kuwait Oil Ministry officials declined to 
give details of the contracts. Oil industry 
sources, however, said the new contracts give 
Shell a basic supply of 75.000 barrels a day 
for 2 Vj years at the official government price, 
plus 1 00,000 barrels a day for one year cost- 
ing an extra $ 5.50 a baitel, 

The sources said Gulf will receive 75,000 
barrels a day for 2 */i years at the government 
price . The Middle Middle East Economic Sur - 


pay reported Sunday that Gulf had declined 
an offer of supplementary supplies at a pre- 


mium price. 

The Kuwaiti newspaper Al • Siyassa 
reported Monday that Kuwait would cut 
natural gas output by a quarter. Oil Ministry 
officials confirmed the cut but declined to 
give details. 

M i n i stry officials confirmed, however, that 
Kuwait has set the end of June as a deadline 
for talks on oil supply contracts with two 
French companies. Elf and Compagnie Fran- 
chise des Petrol es. 

Al Siyassa reported the French companies 
would get a total of 85,000 barrels a day, 

Kuwait would begin examining arrange- 
ments within the next few days to supply oil to 
smaller oil companies and other governments 
that have requested crude, the newspaper 

added. 

^Kuwait cut its total oil output to 1 .5 million' 
barrels a day beginning April | t with the 
brunt of the reduction being felt by the three 
major nil companies.

World worries to increase 
as M.E. oil reserves drop 


LONDON, April 7 (R) - In the 1980s, 
the world is likely to find itself more wor- 
ried about the supply of oil than the price, 
although the pries will continue to rise, 
according to expert analysts of the oil 
market. 

“Increasingly, the principal worry will 
be supply, not price,' 4 said the Bankers 
Trust Company in its latest study of 
energy trends published early this month. 

It followed a warning by Saudi Arabian 
Oil Minister Sheikh Ahmad Zaki Yamani, 
that industrial countries should not expect 
Saudi Arabia to continue indefinitely 
using the Kingdom's huge production to 
stave off a real energy crisis. 

Sheikh Yamani spoke of an "unre- 
quited and sacrificial attitude 1 1 oa Saudi 
Arabia's part. 

“The mind boggles" one oil company 
executive said, when asked to speculate on 
the impact on the economies of the West 
from losing that volume of Saudi Arabian 

The Kingdom's policy presently is 
aimed at stabilizing the oil market, accord- 
ing to .Sheikh Yamani, who said that at 
least until July the Kingdom will continue 
producing 9.5 million barrels a day. 

But other members of the Organization 
of Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEQ are trimming production but 
maintaining revenues by the simple device 
of charging mare through higher official 
prices or special premiums. 

Iran raised its price by $ 2,5 a tjarrel 
from April 1 . 

It cut out- 
put by one quarter to 1 .5 million barrels a 
day on the same date, then sought what

Overall, OPEG output is now below 29 
million barrels daily, compared with 30.7 
million last year. 

According to Ahmad Stud, OPEC chief 
of research. Western Europe in 1985. will 
be finding it difficult to meet its oil needs. 

Even when rising North Sea and Mexi« 
can output is taken into account, the Ban- 
kers Trust predicts that “over the next 
three to five years ... there may be a shor- 
tage of oil necessary to support reasonable 
rates of economic growth in oil-importing 
countries." 


U.S. stocks sold by Europe 


NEW YORK, April 7 (AFP) — Foreign 
interests bought $ 1,6 billion worth of stock 
in UdS. companies in 1979 compared to $ 
2,400 milli on die preceding year, a securities 
industry association report said. 

The just-completed study found that last 
year certain European countries, including 
Switzerland, West Germany, Belgium and 
the Netherlands, liquidated more American 
shares than they sold because they feared the 


U.S. economic situation would worsen.

Thus, in the present case, it 
should be fairly obvious — 
horn looking at dummy and 
taking South’s bidding into 
account— that there is no real 
chance of stopping the con- 
tract unions declarer hag a 
four-card rather than a five-

You should therefore shape 
your defense to fit the cir- 
cumstances you face. If you 
“play safe” and return a 
spade, a heart or a diamond, 
declarer will force you to win 
the first, second or third 
trump lead and will easily 
score the rest of the tricks. 

But if you play a dub at 
trick three — intentionally 
giving declarer a ruff and 
discard — he cannot make foe 
contract whatever he does. He 
can ruff in either hand and 
lead two rounds of trumps — 
both of which you’d refuse to 
win — but he would then find 
hhnsrff in a hopeless position. 

You would be in control of 
trumps, instead of declarer, 
and whatever he played next 
you would sooner or later win 
two trump tricks to put foe 
contract down one.

Khomeini rejects custody switch 

rter mulls new sanctions 


WASHINGTON, April 7 (AP) - Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter said Monday he was near 
a decision on a new set of economic and dip- 
lomatic sanctions against Iran after Ayatollah 
Khomeini blocked the latest effort to transfer 
control of U-S. hostages in Tehran to the 
Iranian government. 

Talking briefly to reporters after he 
returned from an Easter weekend at Camp 
David. Maryland, a grim-looking Carter was 
asked whether he was about to invoke new 
sanctions. 

“We’ll be deciding that in a few minutes," 
Carter replied. 

The president went directly to his office to 
prepare for a meeting with his national sec- 
urity and foreign affairs advisers. 

At one point. Carter remarked that the 
hostages’ captors — he called them “terror- 
ists" — had agreed to release their prisoners 
to the Iranian government “but the govern- 
ment refused," he did not elaborate. 

Press Secretary Jody Powell said he did not 
know if the White House meeting would lead 
to an immediate announcement of U.S. 
retaliatory uinvia, But he suggested it might 
take Mine thne to prepare to implement 
seme unspoiled tketeions, Indicating that 
eeuld delay an anaeuneement, 

Powell aaid he knew of an plans to? a presU 
demial addF^s to the Baden, 

Secretary of State Cyrus Vanee end ether 
officials spent part of their luster Sunday 
preparing the list of potential fia actions for 


presentation to the president. 

Although there was no suggestion that 
military action was contemplated. American 
navy pilots on a carrier in the Indian Ocean 
were reported eager to bomb selected targets 
in Iran. 

One official, who asked not to be iden- 
tified, said in advance of Monday's meeting 
that, barring a sudden change for the better in 
Tehran, there was little doubt a package of 
sanctions would be adopted. The decision, he 
said Sunday afternoon, could come “within 
24 hours." 

Any hopes of a breakthrough were dashed 
Monday morning when Khomeini ruled that 
the 50 American hostages will remain in the 
hands of the young militants occupying the 
U.S. embassy until the new Iranian parlia- 
ment decides their fate. 

The 7‘5-year-old leader of the Iranian 
revolutionary regime vetoed President 
Abolfaassan Bani-Sadr s proposal to transfer 
custody of the captives to the ruling 
Revolutionary Council. 

Khomeini said after meeting with Bani- 
Sndr and Foreign Minister Sadcq Ghotb- 
zudeh that "the health of the hostages and 
their living place is good In every way," The 
announcement from KhomeiaT a office added 
that people are being allowed to observe Urn 
Health and living conditions of the captives 
’■ under the supervision of responsible offl= 
elate."

Soviet general 
in Afghan air 


said killed 
base attack 


NEW DELHI. April 7 (APj — Afghan 
fighters captured a Soviet-held air base 43 
miles north of Kabul and killed a Russian 


general, radio Pakistan reported. It did not 
say whether the Afghans were able to hold 
the installation. 

The broadcast Sunday night said the Mus- 
lim freedom fighters overran the Bagram Air 
Base after a stiff battle in which 75 Afghan 
government troops and the Russian general 
were killed. 

It gave no account of rebel casualties and 
did not say when the fighting occurred. The 
general was not identified. 

The official Soviet news agency Tass 
denied reports of the air base capture, saying 
" certain circles in the United States simply 
cannot give up their habit of fabrication all 
sorts of inventions about the situation in 
Afghanistan. 

The United News of India quoted Radio 
Pakistaa as saying the general died in a wave 
of rebel attacks against the air base and other 
installations north of the Afghan capital. 

The radio attributed the report of the gen- 
eral's death to unidentified" American intel- 
ligence sources." the Indian news agency 
said. 

Bagram reportedly has become the major 
staging area for raids by Soviet jets and 
helicopter gunships, which the Afghan call 
" flying tanks. " A number of planes and 
helicopters were reportedly damaged in the 
attack. 


Reports reaching New Delhi over the 
weekend from Kabul said the Soviet aircraft 
had carried out a scries of attacks throughout 
Afghanistan in recent days, inflicting heavy 


casualties on Muslim fighters and killing 
thousands of civilians. 

The reports said the Russians had stepped 
up their air raids in response to renewed 
guerrilla attacks following the spring thaw in 
Afghanistan. 

The Pakistan Press Association reported 
Monday that Afghan fighters killed 15 
policemen in an attack on a police station in 
the southeastern province of Ghazni. 

The Hizbe Islami (Islamic party) of 
Afghanistan said rebels killed six Soviet and 
eight Afghan government troops and seized 
100 machine guns in an attack on a convoy of 
Soviet and Afghan government troops travel- 
ing in eastern Afghanistan. A statement by 
the group said 14 rebels were injured in the 
attack. 

None of the reports could be indepen- 
dently confirmed, and they conflicted with 
statements in Washington that the Soviets 
had curtailed their spring offensive, appar- 
ently- to defuse a U.S .-led campaign for an 
international boycott of the summer Olymp- 
ics in Moscow. 

Cuban Foreign Minister Isidoro Mal- 
mierca Peoli arrived in New Delhi Monday 
after conferring with Afghan government 
leaders during the weekend. Diplomatic 
sources said they believed the Cuban official 
was pursuing an initiative to end the Afghan 
fighting. He met last month with Afghan and 
Pakistani leaders. 

The Kremlin has poured an estimated 
85,000 troops into Afghanistan since last 
December to prop up the latest in a succes- 
sion of Communist governments embroiled 
in a two- year-old war with the anti- 
communist Muslims.

is the ideal way to maintain security. 

“We heard American officials making 
statements about their desire to find bases 
or facilities in the area." Prince Saud said. 
"As far as wc are concerned, accepting 
such a thing would be an infringement on 
the independence of these states. 

"The intervention of one superpower 
on one side is met by the intervention of 
the other superpower on the other side," 
he said. " Therefore, the Soviet invasion of 
Afghanistan disturbed us. A superpower 
invading, an independent country harms us 
indirectly by giving an opportunity for 
others to intervene." 

To combat such military incursions, 
Prince Saud stressed Arab and Islamic sol- 
idarity, particularly in developing friendly 
relations with the Iranian government. All 
governments of the Gulf wish to develop 
special relations with Iran based on 
brotherhood and good neighborlincss. the 
prince said. 

"This is especially true because the new 
regime in Iran rests on Islam, which brings 
it closer to the countries of the area " he 
said. "Iran supports Arab causes and the 
basic cause is the Palestinian problem." 

He said some negative statements com- 
ing from Iran did not reflect the opinion of 
the Iranian government, 

Iran and Arab countries bordering the 
Gulf are facing common problems. If the 
enemy can create cool relations between 
them, it would cot be in Iran or the Arab 
countries' bust interest, the prince added. 

“I aspire for fruitful, constructive 3nd 
characteristic relations between us and the 
peoples of the area." he said. 

Prince Saud has accepted an invitation 
from Iran’s former foreign minister to 
re-establish contact on issues of mutual 


interest and concern. 

Diplomacy with other Arab countries 
appear to be reaching a positive peak, 
particularly where South Yemen is con- 
cerned. 

“ Our brothers in South Yemen categor- 
ically deny that their regime is Marxist and 
we are not responsible for regimes in 
independent countries, "Prince Saud said. 
"This denial is a response to what is being 
said in other countries. 1 ' 

“ Wc are looking forward to developing 
fruitful relations with South Yemen. If this 
desire is met by a positive response from 
our brothers in Aden, we shall support it 
and welcome it.” 

Prince Saud denied a crisis of relations 
existed with North Yemen and said good 
ties with one country of the southern 
peninsula did not come at the expense of 
the other. 


Foreign press attacks against Saudi 
Arabia at least indicates the Kingdom is 
independent, the prince added. 

The incident of the holy mosque has had 
no effect on Saudi Arabia's foreign policy 
or internal conduct. "The motives behind 
the incident are well known, but continu- 
ing discussion of it is intentional on the port 
of the foreign media " he said. "They are 
trying to convey the impression that 
everything could collapse. 

"This was one lone incident, but the 
continuous spate of incidents elsewhere in 
the world does not seem to excite so much 
inierrat," he continued. "The goal is a 
Zionist plan to divide the Arab and 
Islamic worlds. 

"If anything, the incident has crystal- 
lized Arab and Islamic solidarity with the 
Kingdom," Prince Saud concluded. 


Department refused to comment immedi- 
ately on Monday’s development. 

However, the Washington Post, quoting 
unidentified American officials, reported 
Monday that Carter would move ahead with 
sanctions unless the Revolutionary Council 
acted “within...hours” to remove the Ameri- 
cans from the hands of the militants. 

Twice before, the administration has con- 
sidered. but postponed, imposing additional 
sanctions to allow mediation efforts and Ira- 
nian moderates a chance to find a way of 
freeing the hostages from their embassy cap- 
tors. 

In each case, in February and again last 
week, those efforts were thwarted by militant 
Islamic clergymen. By resisting the plan to 
transfer control of the hostages, the clerics 
last week left the United States waiting for 
the election of the new Iranian parliament, 
which could not consider the hostage ques- 
tion until June at the earliest.

Keeper fights Angkor decay 


ANGKOR, Cambodia, April 7 (AP) — 
Robbers, Communist zealots and the steady 
gnawing of the tropical sun, rain and vegeta- 
tion have ravaged the wonderous temples of 
Angkor. 

Their current keeper, Keo. . Pich, says 
only a major international effort could halt 
the decay of these monuments, built in the 
9th through 13th century and neglected for 
the past decade. 

Since the Vietnam-backed government in 
Phnom Penh is not even recognized by the 
United Nations, such a project is not fore- 
seen, 

Keo Pich, an energetic, 36-year-old 
archeologist, has no technical assistants, no 
documents and not even the simplist tools of 
restoration. He does the best he can. 

He has gathered old employees who, like 
himself, survived Pol Pot’s regime and — per- 
sonally helping in the manual labor — has 
begun to root out vines and grasses which 
have invaded the ancient stones at four of the 
major monuments. 

These are the shadowy, multi-towered 
Bayon, the palace in the ancient city of Ang- 
kor Thom, the hilltop temple of Bakheng, 
evacuated by Vietnamese troops just earlier 
this month; and Angkor Wat, the massive 
12th century edifice representing the Hindu 
cosmos in stone. 

Although Angkor is the supreme achieve- 
ment and symbol of Cambodian civilization, 
it is not being guarded. Siem Reap, the pro- 
vincial capital six kilometers away, is well 
garrisoned by Vietnamese and Cambodian 


soldiers but Keo Pich is uncertain why a few 
have not been posted at the monuments. 

Thieves, who always have preyed on Ang- 
kor, appear to have stepped up their forays. 
Keo Pich says a number have been caught 
heading for tile Thai frontier with heads of 
Buddhas and other artifacts hidden in sacks 
and strapped to their bicycles. 

A vast, officially condoned blade market 
trade between Thailand and Cambodia 
makes such heists easier. 

"One swing of the ax and it's gone fore- 
ver," says Keo Pich, pointing to several 
recently severed bas-reliefs in the procession 
of lovely mythical creatures that make up the 
terrace of the leper king. 

Keo Pich believes that moat of the pilfered 
objects, which fetch small fortunes oq the 
workfs antique markets, find their way ini- 
tially to Bangkok and possibly Ho Chi Minb 
City and Hanoi. 

Angkor Wat — more than two square 
kilometers of delicate friezes and powerful 
towers and galleries — survived Cambodia's 
two most recent wars with only minor dam- 
age. The Pol Pot regime destroyed virtually 
every religious shrine in the countryside but 
spared Angkor, even, opening ■ it up to fore- 
giners for one-day tours shortly before the 
regime's fell in January 1979. 

Despite this, Keo pich claims Pol Pof s men 
engaged in "barbaric, inexplicable'’ vandal- 
ism at Angkor, and suspects that they bar- 
tered selected pieces with the Thais for badly 
needed medicine - and salt. 


Unpublished 
novelist to 


tackle plays 


SYDNEY, April 7 (AP) - Bill Gold, 
claiming to be the world's most unpublished 
author, has derided he will give up writing 
books and try his hand at writing a play. 

'Tm going to send it to the Royal Court 
Theatre in London — they’re bound to be 
interested," he said. 

If they are, it will be Gold’s first success in 
24 years as a writer. 

Gold pops up in Australian newspapers 
from time to time with unusual ideas, such as 
a wind-up, spring-loaded radio for use after 
nuclear war when batteries may be unobtain- 
able. He has several testimonials to his claim 
to be the world's least successful author. 

The Guinness Book, of Records credits him 
with having written 15 navels and three mil- 
lion words. Gold says it is closer to 8 million 
now. 

Guinness gave him more space than the 
world's top selling author, Agatha Christie. 
He also got a mention in the British Book qf 
Heroic Failures, 

"T m the only living Australian failure 
mentioned, n he said, 

Gold was horn in England in 1922 and 
same to Australia in 1?J6. He has decided 
after years of rejections that he will have to 
publish his own book If he wants to make the 
beat-Hiler lists. 

He has had two copies of Wb latest work. 
One Best Seller, printed and preserved on film 
sheets called microfiche. He foresees the day 
when persons of leisure will have their own 
microfiche viewers at home with libraries at 
10,000 books on film. 

‘Tm trying to sell a few (copies of the 
book) to the people I sit next to on the bus," 
he said. 

One Best Seller is a satirical novel about a 
computer engineer who is a frustrated but 
unpublished novelist. He takes revenge on 
the publishing industry by designing a com- 
puter to write a novel. 

"It becomes a best seller and the computer 
engineer ends up on the board of the pub! ish- 
ing company. It’s sort of autobiographical." 
Gold said. 

Gold was a radio engineer before ill health 
forced him into early retirement. He claims to 
have earned only 50 cents for his vast literary 
toil and that was for an article in a newspaper 
that folded a few weeks later, 

‘ f One Best Seller may be my last novel 1 
must be brutally frank, and say I am pushing 
toward s non-fiction and plays," be said. 

"I even sent a copy of One Best Seller to 
Jackie Onassis when she was with Viking 
(Press). I didn't get a reply. Maybe, T should 
have sent it to Studio 54 (a fashionable New 
York discotheque)." 

At one point, he set himself up as a literary 
agent in London to fry and get one of his 
books published, working on the theory that 
you can’t get a literary agent until you get 
published. 

Success, however, avoided him. 

Would success spoil BID Gold? 

"Could be. I have never had to adjust to 
this" said the author, who doesn't seem 
depressed at his failure to become a literary 
great. 

^ He has what might be called a florid style of 
prose. 

Here's a sample from One Best Seller: 

"I recognized his Oxford accent immedi- 
ately and could picture him wreathed in a 
swirling ectoplasm of cigar smoke, his bald 
moon- faced head fringed with crinkly red 
hair and smooth about the forehead, his 
gargatuan bulk sharkskin-suited and jack- 
knifed atop his Louis Qirinze chair behind the 
vast Buhl desk his millionaire father had left 
him — his plump jewelled fingers dutched 
around the stem of his pale green Ericphone 
telephone wife the cunning dial set in its base , 
his favourite tinned frog’s legs and a bowl of 
sugared almonds . at Iris right hand and a 
carafe of Pernod and pink gin beside fee 
opal-bordered notepad which be slid towards 
him when he used the ' phone.”
